PANIC AT A PICTURE SHOW. 


False Alarm of Fire Leads to a Mad 
_ Stampede for the Doors. 


Two hundred and fifty men, women, 
and children were panic stricken in.a mo- 
tion theatre at 51 Bas« Ninety-nintn 
Street last night when cries of ‘‘ Fire!" 
were shouted followed by six shots firea 
in rapid succession. In the rush for the 
exits that ensue@ women and. children 
were knocked down and trampled under 
foot. Several patrons of the theatre suf- 
fered bruises and scratches, but no one 
was seriously injured. 

Samuel Orbach, manager and owner of 
the theatre, later caused the arrest of o 
man who said he was Daniel G. Lam- 
bert, a law clerk, living at 111 East Nine- 
ty-sixth Street. He was locked up af the 
East 104th Street Police Station on the 
charge of disorderly conduct, According 
to the police Orbach identified Lambert 
as one of six men who forced their way 
past the ticket collector without paying 
admission and started the panic in the 
theatre. 

Orbach was notified by the ticket col; 
lector that the six men had forced their 
way into the theatre, and he stopped 
them as they were walking down the 
centre aisle. He told them they would 
either have to pay admission or leave 
the theatre, he said, and one of the men 
struck him in the mouth, knocking out a 
set of false teeth he was wearing. Or- 
bach fell to the floor, and a moment 
later the alarm of “fire” was given 
and the theatre was In an uproar. 

Orbach managed to get on his feet, and 
tried to calm the fears of those who 
were struggling to get to the exits. When 
the shots were fired women in the thea- 
tre began screaming and men fought to

INTERBOROUGH WILL 
OFFER $104,000,000 


To Add $26,000,000 to Its First 
Proposal of a Fund for 
New Subways. 


PLANS BROADWAY LINE 


From Fourteenth Street to Fifty-ninth 
and Queensboro Bridge—Elevated 
Lines In Queens. ‘ 


The first definite outline of the amend- 
ed subway offer which the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Company has promised to 
submit to the city’s transit conferrees 
this afternoon. was obtained yesterday. 
It covers, according to good information, 
the points on which the Interborotgh 
representatives have expressed.a willing- 
ness to make concessions from the coni- 

| Pany’s offer of Dec. 5, 1910. The main 
features are: . 


, First—The company to increase its con- 
tribution to the extended system from 
$75,000,000 to $101,000,000, leaving the 
city’s proposed contribution at $54,000,000 as 
contemplated in the offer of Dec. 5. The 
company’s contribution, as’ stated above, 
includes the $30,000,000 estimated cost of 
the elevated extensions and third tracking. 

Second—The company to bid on a sub- 
way from Fourteenth Street and Broadway 
in Manhattan, under Fourteenth Street and 
the Bast River and through the Eastern 
District of Brooklyn to a junction with 
the Lafayette Avenue branch of the orig- 
inal Tri-Borough Subway. The opera- 
tion of the Lafayette Avenue branch was 
included in the offer of Dec. 5. 

Third—The company to operate a subway 
under Broadway from Fourteenth Street 
to Fifty-ninth Street, with @ connection to 
and over the Queensboro Bridge, this to be 
operated in conjunction with thé Fourteenth 
Street-Eastern District Subway. 

Fourth—The company to build two ele- 
Vated extensions in Queens, from the 
Queensboro Bridge Plaz@a, one, the Wood- 


side-Corona line, and the other the As-' 
toria line. 


Fifth—The company 
franchises on the old and new ~ Subwa 
lines, below Forty-second Street, at suc 
time in the future as the city might want 
to exercise its rights under the indetermi- 
nate clause of the franchise. In such an 
event, however, the city to obtain legisla- 
tion enabling it to pay to the company 
& sum representing the difference between 
the earning capacity. of the existing Sub- 
way, below Grand Central, for the balance 
of the lease, and that of the proposed new 
Seventh Avenue Subwf&y. 


The offer extricates the company from 
the position it took in deliveririg to the 
city’s transit conferrees some time ago its 
so-called Broadway ultimatum. By bid- 
ding on a line running up under some 
pert of Broadway, the Interborough is 
not placed in the position of demanding 
that the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Com- 
pany be kept out of Broadway, while of- 
fering to operate no subway uyough that 
thoroughfare itself. The amended offer 
also makes a bid for local ‘support in 
Queens by offering two elevated’ exten- 


sions in that borough, and the proposal 
immediately to construct and operate the 
Fourteenth Street-Hastern District sub- 
way is calculated. to placate local sub- 
Way sentiment in a section of Brooklyn 
where real estate operations have been 
accompanied by a considerable subway 
agitation for one tae past. 

he offer of t eompany to increase 
ite cash contribution to the new subways 
has been expected for some time. Last 
week a report was current that the In- 
terborough would add $40,000,000 to its 
previous offer of §75,000,000 for con- 
struction and equipment, but. the .figure 
of $26,000,000 seems to be pretty definitely 
established.

ROUND UP TEN MEN 
AS EXPRESS THIEVES 


Detectives Capture Them in a 
Stable While They Are Un- 
loading a-Wagon. 


HAVE A HARD STRUGGLE 


Sleuths Trail Them in Wagons After 
Working. for Some Time as Ex 
press and Truck Drivers. 


Lieut. Vachris, head of the Italian 
Squad of the Detective Bureau, and 
nearly a dozen of his men marched ten 
prisoners into Police Headuarters last 
night, charging that they had been caught 
in the act of unloading $20,000 worth of 
merchandise from a wagon of the Unitea 
States Express Compatiy.~ The met were 
trapped In a stable at the end of a bling 
alley running out of Rivington Street, 
between Chrystie Street and the Bowery, 
Where the wagon had been diverted from 
its destination at the Liberty Street fer- 
ryhouse of the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey. 

Vachris declared that in the ten men he 
believed he had a gang that has made a 
business of wagon stealing and got away 
with thousands of dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty in this way.’ Althotigh the détéctive 
is not certain that he has all the méth- 
bers of the gang, he said last night that 
he believed the arrests would go e long 
Way toward putting a stop to the theft 
of horses and wagons, which recently has 
béen carried on extensively in this city. 

Manv express wagons laden with mer- 
chandise have been stolen in the last few 
months, and these .thefts, Vachris be- 
lieves, can be traced to the gahg of cap- 
tives. Five of the ten prisoners were 
found to have thelr pictures and. records 
in the Rogues’ Gallery, where three were 
recorded as burglars and two as pick- 
pockets. 

The capture of the ten followed more 
then a weék’s work by Lieut. Vachris and 
eighteen of his men, and was the result 
of information to the detective by which 
he was forewarned of the plot. According 
to Vachris’s information, the theft. was to 
have occurred last Thursday, and for a 
week’ previous to that time Vachris and 


his men. circulated among drivers and} tin 


teamsters, especially those employed by 
the express companies. Several detectives 
got jobs as drivers for the United States 
Express Company at its office at 35 West 
Third Street, while others, in the guise 
of teamsters, drove wagons all over the 
downtown streets and consorted with men 
engaged in similar work. 

As a result, Vachris admitted last night, 
he learned that efforts had been made 
by members of the gang to persuade driv- 
ers for the United Stater Express Com- 
pany to join them. When each of the 
men- approached refused to share in the 
theft, Vachris learned that the gang had 
been forced to change its plans to the 
extent of waiting until some van of a 
private truckman was loaded at the ex- 
press company's office. No such van 
was loaded on Thursday, and it was not 
until yesterday that a private van backed 
up tu the express company’s door. On 
the bux, according to the detectives, wag 
a man they knew as a member of the 
gang: 

A crowd began to gather when the work 
of loading the van was begun. A cov- 
ered wagen drove up East Third Street 
ubout a block away from the van and 
came to a-halt. Two men descended from 
the wagon and closely watched the ex- 
press employes as they loaded the yan. 

The van was loaded quickly and sealed 
and then started along East Third Street. 
The two men: who had descended ftom 
the wagon walked back t® the -vehicle, 
climbed in, and tphllowed the van. When 
this wagon reached Third St. and West 
Proadway six more men climbeg in. The 
detectives had engaged a light delivery. 
wagon and when the van was well under 
way they crowded into it, pulled the oi] 
cloth curtains down and trailed the other 
wagon, which was directly in the rear of 
the moving van. A few minutes later a 
fourth wagon joined the procession. This 
contained six detectives employed by the 
United States Express Company and 
Jogeph Mayo, chief special agent of the 
company. 

The lttle procession went through 
Third Street to West Broadway and down 


this thoroughfare ta Bpring Rtreat. The 
van destined for the ferry should have 
kept on south, but instead ‘the driver 
turned east.into Spring Fieset, and the 
two vans behind follawed suit. Across 
Spring Street to the Bowéry wended the 
procession, and then up the Bowery to 
Rivington Street, into which the loaded 
yan turned and disappeared in the alley, 
The second truck stopped at the corner, 
and elght:of the ten men later made peste 
oners alighted and hurried into. the alley. 
The detectives stopped a block away, an 
sting themselves so that they could 
eep an eye on the alley, they walted to 
give the gang, time to. unload the Wagon.

Five Americans, four of them in the 
rebel army, came to the middle of the 
Santa Fé bridge and asked permission to- 
night to bring some wounded rebels 
across, ‘The request was denied. 

The men were J. R. Crump of Idaho, 
who seemed to be the leader of the rebel 
squad; John F. Moriarty of Holyoke, 
Mass.; Charles Beech, former soldier; D. 
L. Michaels, who said he was a member 
of Company I, Twenty-third Infantry, and 
was discharged here~in December, and 
John F. Jones of Chicago, who said he 
was sightseeeing -in Juarez. Jones was 
permitted to come across. ‘ 

They all.talked freely. They said there 
were forty Federal dead in one trench 
which the Federals had abandoned, and 
that the rebels could and would take the 
town if only they had reinforcements to 
help them. ei’ said the Federals hold 
the jail, the bull ring, and the church, 
but that they could be dislodged if a de- 
termined attack were made. They said 
not an American been hurt. among

@ report from his men near the Globe

F. Cassidy, a member of the American 
legion with the rebel army, reached the 
American camp to-night and declared 
that during the night about seventy in- 
Surrectos were met in Commercio Street 
by a band of Federals bearing a white 


flag, and that the Federals fired into 
them with a machine gun. The destruc- 
tion was terrific. 

He said K. E. Lenderfelt, a former 
United States Army Sergeant, com- 
manded the Americans, and that he led 
them in a charge on the bull ring in the 
afternoon, captured two flags, and then 
had to retreat. 


INTERVENTION NO NEARER. 


Killings at Paso Regarded in 
Washington as Incidents of War. 


Stzcial to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 8.—While officials 
here were much distressed to hear of tne 
fighting at Juarez, the unofficial news 
that some Americans had been killed 
while sight-seeing along the border does 
not change the attitude of the Adminis- 
tration. It is jugt what it was after the 
satisfactory exchange of expressions with 
the Iiaz Government, and will remain so. 
The accidental killing of Americans, even 
if safely on the American side of the 
border, will be regarded as an lacident of 
war unless the killing is wanton, and 
while demands may later be made for 
reparation, the incident does ont make 
intervention nearer than heretofore. 

Official information is very scarce to- 
day, and pending the receipt of full offi- 
cial accounts no comment is obtainable 
here. There is still some hope that the 
manifesto issued by President Diaz, ex- 
pressing his intention ultimately to resign 
might have the effect of renewing the 
armistice. The Mexican Ambassador, 
Sefior Zamacona, insists that peace is in 
sight, but that has been his position ever 
since his arrival, regardless of/news from 
the front. 

“All we can do,” said Major Gen. 
Wood, Chief of Staff of the Army to- 
night, “fs to keep our-people out of the 
danger zone as far as possible and pro- 
test to the belligerents against firing in 
our direction. Without authority from 
Corgress the army cannot cross the bor- 
der, no matter what happens.” 

Administration officials are watching 
the constantly changing situation with 
deep and anxious interest. News of the 
Juarez fight was réceived at the White 
House this afternoon with obvious sur- 
prise and disappointment. The announce- 
ment that President Diaz would resign 
upon the restoration of peace, followed im- 
mediately by the recall of the revolu- 
tionists’ vanguard on the march for the 


City of Mexico, had given rise to hope 
that the worst was over &nd peace at 
last was in sight. 

The President told callers to-day that he 
believed Gen. Diaz's promise would be ac- 
cepted in good faith by the insurrectos. 
A manifesto to the Mexican people, he 
thought, would be taken as the surest in- 
dication that Diaz would keep his word.

We are told by dispatches that the 
document has been accepted as satis- 
factory in the Madero camp and In 
Washington, but these representative 
men unanimously point out that Gen. 
Diaz still reserves for his conselence 
and his judgment the choice of the op- 
portune moment in which to withdraw 
from the head of the Government. It 
is apparent here, and I believe the 
same conditions prevail outside the 
capital, tliat the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the people are not willing at 
this crisis to abide either by Gen. 
Diaz’s judgment or his conscience. 

Diaz Realizing the Situation. 


On the other hand, the fact that the 
President should openly parley with 
his people at all without any further 
attempt. at subterfuge is recognized as 
a return to reason. It is the first rec- 
ognition by the Chief Magistrate of the 
actual conditions in the country. 

There are other indications of this 
surer appreciation of conditions, one of 
which I will cite as an illustration. For 
ten days a committee of the leading 
citizens of the State of Guanajuato has 
been pleading with Gen. Diaz to re- 
move their Governor, saying that if it 
was not done immediately an over- 
whelming majority of citizens of their 
State would throw their fortunes with 
the revolution. Last night the Presi- 
dent.ylielded and has consented to ap- 
point a new Governor whom the citi- 
zens’ committee will nominate. 

Intense excitement prevails through- 
out the city. There is also the most 
perfect order. Little interest is shown 
by the people in the manifesto, which 
is being placarded throughout the city. 
The exodus from the city still goes on, 
principally toward Vera Cruz. Mexi- 
cans of the wealthy class predominate 
in the rush. 


Madere Deceived on. Manifesto. 


An article in this afternoon’s Na- 
cionel, the evening edition of The Pais, 
which has revolutionary tendencies and 
connections, may offer an explanation 
why Gen. Madero and his Lieutenants 
near Juarez were so pleased with the 
Diaz manifesto, while their sympathiz- 
ers here are, to say the least, only mod- 
erately pleased when at all so. The 
Nacional says the version of the mani- 
festo that was submitted to Gen. Ma- 
dero laté last night was, to use its 
word, “adulterated”; that it does not 
tally with the text of the proclamation 
issued here, and that the joy in the in- 
surgent camp was based entirely on an 
erroneous conception that Gen. Diaz 
had offered his resignation without any 
reservation whatsoever. 

Peace, war, and even intervention bul- 
letins and éxtras have followed one an- 
other all the evening in bewildering 
succession. Now the lights are out in 
the Ministry. It is reported here that 
insurgents have captured Juarez. The 
Federals charge the insurgents with 
bad faith, and add that Madero can- 
not control his men. The revolution- 
fsts here reply that the Govefnment 
has been trying to deceive Madero, 
and* under cover of the armistice buy 
off some of the important leaders. 
Great anxiety is felt here lest Texans 
might under provocation take a hand 
in the fight. The conservative opinion 
here is that now peace will come. 

Whether the situation is to be 
changed for better or worse depends 
upon the working of the manifesto as 
it was submitted. to Madero. It will 
be impossible to ascertain this for some 
hours. As it is published here, the im- 
pression made is certainly divided. 
Some hail the fact that Gen. Diaz 
should depart from his sphinxlike at- 
tifude and parley with the people di- 
rect. Others declare that the promises 
made and the views expressed are dis- 
tinctly unsatisfactory. Perhaps a day 
or two will elapse before it will be ap- 
parent which impression, upon which 
so much depends, will prevail.

The War Office is advised that Col. 
Rabago, who was camped at Terragas, 
north of Chihuahua City, has started 
north to relieve Juarez immediately 
om the expiration of the armistice on 
Saturday. He is said to have more 
than 1,000 men and strong field artil- 
lery. 

Ip Vera Cruz City the proximity of 
rebel bands is giving rise to alarm, as 
the place is practically without a gar- 
rison. The opportunity for rich loot it 
offers, it is feared, will cause the con- 
centration of rebel bands in that por- 
tion of the State of Vera Cruz.

Guadalajara Also in Peril. 


Within a week rebel activity has 
spread throughout the State of Jalisco, 
and is causing much uneasiness in 
Guadalajara. 

The express companies here refuse to 
accept valuables which the people want 
to send away for fear of cessation of 
all travel on the railroads on account 
of the many cribbed bridges. The 
rains are beginning, and floods are 
carrying many of the temporary 
structures away. 

Conditions in Zacatecas are growing 
much worse. 

In the State of Puebla the situafion 
is even more alarming. A large cotton 
factory near Atiixco has been seized by 
the rebels and the stock, valued at 
more than 800,000 pesos, has been 
carted away. The foreign factory 
owners in Puebla have sent an insist- 
ent demand to the. Federal Government 
asking what guarantees it can give for 
the protection of their property. They 
declare that the State Government is 
powerless to meet the situation. 


PREPOSTEROUS, SAYS DIAZ 


Of Demand That He Resign Now or at 
a Given Date—Relies on the Army. 


MEXICO CITY, May 8.—The manifesto 
of President Diaz, issued last night and 
posted throughout the city this morning, 
after relating at length the details of the 
reforms already in course of enactment 
or planned, the events leading up to the 
negotiations for peace, and the appoint- 
ment of a Commissioner by the Govern- 
ment, is In part as follows: 

“The result of this private initiative 
was, as is known, an agreement for the 
Suspension of hostilities concluded be- 
tween the General in command of the 
Federal forces at Ciudad Juarez and the 
rebel leaders of that-region, in order that 
during the truce thus arranged the Gov- 
ernment might learn the proposed condi- 
tions or bases on which order might be 
restored. Tne Government named a dele- 
gate in the person of a distinguished Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court, to whom in- 
structions were given, conceived in as 
broad a spirit of iiberality and concord 
as was compatible with the dignity of 
the republic and the stability of the very 
peace which it was sought to bring 
about. ; 

“The Government's good will and its evi- 
dent desire to make ample conggssions 
and afford effective guarantees for the 
early execution of its intentions were per- 
haps interpreted by the rebel chiefs as 
signs of weakness or of slender faith in 
the justice of its cause. But in any case 
the negotiations came to naught, owing 
to the preposterousness of the demand 
formulated by the representatives of the 
revolutionists as a conditfon for the dec- 
laration of their own terms, a demand 
absolutely inconsistent with all ideas of 
legality. 

“If the demand of the revolutionists 
that the President of the Republic should 
resign in the midst of the present difficul- 
tles were to be allowed it would expose 
the Nation to all the contingencies and 
dangers of the new elections which, ac- 
cording to constitutional provisions, would 
have to be held at once while political 
passions are in effervescence and be- 
fore order could be established through- 
out the Republic.

MEXICAN GOLD COMES HERE. 


Not $10,000,000 as Reported—Brok- 
ers Say It Is Not Significant. 


Reports were circulated yesterday that 
there had been within the last few weeks 
shipments of freshly minted -Mexican 
coin to the Assay Office amounting to 
$10,000,000, and it was assumed that such 
a large sum could only mean that Presi- 
dent Diaz was sending away as much cash 
as he could get hold of preparatory to 
leaving the country. The coin, it was 
stated, had been sent to this country 
through the international banking firm 
of Lazard Freres, 10 Wall Street. 

At the Assay Office it was stated that 
within the last two weeks the receipts of 
Mexican gold coin had been less than 
$1,000,000. There was nothing to show 
that the gald had not been received in 
the regular course of business, although 
it was admitted that gold from Mexico 
did not usually come in the shape of coin. | 

At the Sub-Treasury there has also 
teen received in the last few days about 
$1,000,000 of Mexican coin. This was ac- 
cepted in accordance with the provision 
of the recent law, which authorizes the 
Sub-Treasury here to exchange foreign 
gold coin for gold certificates instead of, 


as has heretofore been the ca direct- 
ing the consignor to the Assay Office to 
have it melted down into bars. The coins 
were sent in by certain banks, and the 
Sub-Treasury officials stated that they 
had nothing to show that there was any 
special reason for the consignment.

WASHINGTON, May &—The strength 
in favor of the popular election of Sen- 
ators was indirectly indicated In the Sen- 
ate this afternoon when, on motion of Mr. 
Borah of Idaho, the resolution submitting 
the constitutional mendment to the States 
was made the unfinished business by the 
vote of 66 to 5. This overwhelming vote 
of course merely showed that the taking 
up of the measure was recognized as in- 
evitable, but the supporters of the pro- 
posed change are much encouraged by it.

CAUCUS CHOOSES GALLINGER. 


His Election as President Pro Tem. 
of the Senate Expected To-day.

WASHINGTON,2May 8.—The Republican 
caucus this efternoon unanimously nom- 
imated Senator Jacob H. Gallinger of New 
Hampshire, President pro tempore of the 
Senate. His election probably will be 
moved to-morrow afternoon when the 
Senate convenes. He will be technically 
opposed by Senator Bacon of Georgia, the 
Democratic nominee, and possibly by Sen- 
ator Clapp of Minnesota, an insurgent. 
Only thirty-one of the fifty Repub- 
lican Senatots attended the caucus this 
afternoon. Several insurgents were 
among them, and they voted along with 
the regulars for Mr. Gallinger, but it is 
still undecided whether or not some of 
the insurgents who stayed away will vote 
for the regular candidate or name Mr. 
Clapp. 


WILSON CHEERED IN DENVER. 


Talks on Preservation of National 
Resources and the Tariff. 


DENVER, Col, May 8—A demonstra- 
tion continuing for five minutes followed 
the mention of Gov. Woodrow Wilson as 
a “probable Democratic candidate at the 
next election ’’’ by President Charlies John- 
son of the Denver Chamber of Commerce 
to-night at a banquet. 

Gov. Wilson spoke upon the preserva- 
tion of the National resources and the 
tariff. He said, in part: 


“We have cetermined to safeguard our 
National resources at every point, realiz- 
ing, as we do, that we have been too 
lavish of them and have used them in 
spendthrift fashion. We now insist that 
Our resources do not consist merely of 
forests and the power of great streams 
and the wealth that lies hidden in the 
mines or merely in the productive powers 
of our varied soll, but include also the 
lives and health of our workmen, of 
our women and children. ‘he rights and 
health and prosperity of our workingmen 
and workingwomen and of our children 
we now recognize as being our chief Na- 
tional resource, and we mean to safe- 
guard that resource of all others against 
the selfishness of private use and profit. 
We shall take care of our forests and 
mines and water courses and soil; but, 
above all things else, we shall take care 
of our people.” 

Speaking of the tariff, Gov. Wilson said: 

We have made up our minds to cut all 
privilege and patronage out of our fiscal 
egislation, particularly out of that part 
of it which affects the tariff. We have 
come to recognize in the tariff as it is 
now constructed not a system of protec- 
tion but a system of favoritism, of priv- 
ilege, too often granted secretly ant by 
subterfuge instead of openly and frankly 
and legitimately, and we have deter- 
mined to put an end to the whole of the 
bad business, not by hasty and drastic 
changes, but: by the adoption of an en- 
tirely new _principle—by the reformation 
of the whole purpose of legislation of that 
kind. We mean that our tariff legislation 
henceforth shall have as its object not 
private profit but the general public de- 
velopment and benefit; that we shall make 
our fiscal! laws not like those who dole out 
favors but like those who serve a nation.”

Two REFORMS FOR CHINA, | 


Edi ct Abolishes Grand Council and 
Substitutes a Constitutional Cabinet. 


PEKING, May 8.—The~ long-awaited 
edict. abolishing the Grand Council and 
substituting a constitutional Cabinet of 
ten_members was issued to-day. ‘ 

The Cabinet as announced, however, !s 
made up of the present Grand Councilors, 
with the addition of Liang Tun-Yen, éx- 
President of the Foreign Board, who is 
now traveling In the United. States, 

Prince Ching -beconies Premfer and 
Ministet of Foreign Affairs, and Na-Tung 


‘and Hsu Shth-Chang’ are’ made Vice 


Prime Ministers. Liang Tuh-Yen is 
named as second Foreign Minister. Oth- 
erwise the Presidents of the various 
boards become the Ministers of their re- 
spective departments. 

The change is-in. line-with the demands 
of the National Assembly for a constitu- 
tional Cabinet responsible to that body 
instead of the Throne, but in what 
respect the Jnew Ministry is made re- 
sponsible to the Assembly has not been 
announced, 

The new British-Chinese agreement for 
the immediate reduction and final extinc- 
tion of the exportation of Indian opium 
to China was signed to-day.

LANSDOWNE PLAN PRESENTED 


Its Author Thinks It Would Insure a 
Non-Partisan House of Lords. 


LONDON, May 8&—The Marquis of 
Lansdowne, leader of the Opposition in 
the House of Lords, to-day introduced 
his bill for the reform of the upper house 
before a great audience, in which were 
many diplomats. 

The Unionists, oLrd Lansdowne said, 
were convinced that an amendment of 
the Constitution of the House of Lords 
should proceed simultaneously with a re- 
form in the relations between the two 
houses. They desired to demonstrate to 
the country that they could provide an 
efficient second chamber which could be 
trusted to use it8 powers fairly as be- 
tween the great political parties, faithful. 
ly serve the democracy, and at the same 
time be strong enough to resist the gusts 
of passion and prejudice with which all 
democracies were familiar. 

The Unionists. the speaker went on, 
proposed a House to consist of 850 Lords 
of Parliament. 

No peer should hold his seat for more 
than twelve years, but they would be 
eligible for re-election. The peers them- 
selves would elect 100 members of the 
peerage possessing statutory qualifica- 
tions, such as being present or former 
Vicedoys, Governors, Privy Councillors, 
members of the House of Commons, dip- 
lorrats, naval and military officials, heads 
of civil service departments, Lord May- 
ors, provosts, &c. 

A second contingent would consist of 
120 members, to be elected from outside 
the House of Lords by an electoral col- 
lege composed of members of the lower 
house representing constituencies com- 
prised in electoral districts, into which 
the country would be divided by special- 
ly appointed Commissioners. 

The third section of the House, number- 
ing 100, would be appointed by the Crown 
on the recommendation of the Cabinet. 


Princes of the royal blood would retain 
their seats, as also would the two Arch-

The power of the 
Crown to appoint hereditary peers would 
be limited to five appointments each year. 
Lord Lansdowne concluded by express- 
ing the belief that there could no per- 
manent party majority in a House re- 
constructed in this manner.

Lord Lansdowne’s bill goes a deal fu 
ther in the direction of reform than the 
Liberals had anticipated, but would, it is 
still give. the Conservatives a 
majority in the upper house.

The bill is recognized by many Liberals 
as a possible basis of negotiation between 
the two houses, but only after the Veto 
bill has been adopted. Lord_ Morley, in 
his brief speech following Lord Lans- 
downe, made it quite clear that it would 
be impossible for. the Government to ac- 
cept the bill as an alternative to the Vets

The firm has since gone into 
bankruptcy, She says she paid $147 
storage charges from time to time, with- 
out even checking up accounts to find 
whether or not she was paying too much. 
Her last payment was $40. But when: 
she wanted to take the piano out of stor- 
age, she says, she was told that it was 
not to be found. The warehouse people 
could not explajg its disappearance, but 
assured her that they would give her 


another piano instead. 

They sent her one, she said, which was 
so’ small that her pupils refused to sing 
to its tunes, and she asked for another. 
When she got that, it cost her $10 more 
for repairs and tuning. Finally, just as 
she was béBinning to get along with the 
piano, Mr. Abenheim returned from Eu- 
rope and discovered that its* was his 
piano that the storage firm had given 
Mme. Ertz, and he straightwav made de- 
mand for it upon her. When Marshal Ike 
Van Leer served the writ in the action in 
replevin upon her on April 28, she told 
him she would appear in court on the day 
on whichit was returnable.

THE OUNCE OF PREVENTION. 

The report of the Wainwright Com- 
mission on the causes and prevention 
of accidents in industrial pursuits is a 
documerit as important as the one on 
employers’ liability. It is plain that if 
the cause of any one class of serious 
accidents can be removed in any one 
considerable industry, it will be far bet- 
ter for all concerned than that com- 
pensation for injuries from such acci- 
dents should be provided for. Indeed, 
the chief merit of the plan for impos- 
ing responsibility on efployers js the 
effect which it would have in inducing 
them to avoid in all practicable ways 
the occurrence of accidents. 

The Commission describes in general 
terms and heartily approves the prin- 
ciple applied in Germany, already dis- 
cussed in its first report. Broadly 
speaking, all employers in each trade 
are required to join in a trade insur- 
ance association which must pay com- 
pensation of two-thirds wages during 
incapacity in that trade. The solv- 
ency of these associations is guaran- 
teed by the Government; the assess- 
ments for their expenditures are levied 
by the Government in proportion to the 
amount paid out for the acéidents of 
each employer. Rules are made by the 
associations for their members, and, on 
the approval of the Government, these 
have the force of law. Their applica- 
tion is supervised by a body of experts 
retained by the associations. Appar- 
ently there are only some 800 of these 
in all Germany, but they suffice for the 
adequate supervision of about four- 
fifths of all wage earners in Germany, 
exclusive of farm laborers. 

There can be no question of. the 
soundness of this principle, especially 
if it is applied in such fashion as will 
impose a reasonable share of the. loss 
from accidents upon the workmen 
themselves, whose carelessness as to 
their own conduct! and that of their 
fellow-workmen’ is often @ serious ele- 
ment in the Injuries from accident. 
The Commission does not recommend 
its present adoption in this State, part- 
ty because public opinion, though ad- 
‘vancing, is not yet ready for it, and

GREAVES AND WHISTLER. 

The distinguished New York painters 
who were acquainted with WHISTLER 
and declare they never. heard of 
WALTER GREAVES, Whose Whistler-like 
pictures have just made a sensation fn 
London, would do well to read up a bit. 
There is nothing like a little reading, 
now and then, to enlarge one’s informa- 
tion. The index of the authorized 
biography ef Wistar, written by 
Hurzasern R. and Josepx’ PENNELD, 
notes references to WALTER and HARRY 
GREAVES and their sister on many 
pages. Grateful” acknowledgment is 
made in-its preface to assistance re- 
ceived from these persons, -WALTER 
GREAVES Was studio assistant and pupil 
of Wuiertar for many years. One of 
WHiIsTLER’s famous etchings is a por- 
trait of Miss Kitty GRBAVES, 

Water GREAVES has long been 
known as an etcher. He says that he 
promised WHISTLER not to exhibit any 
paintings during his master's lifetime. 
A large number of his paintings have 
now been placed on exhibition, and 
many have been sold for good prices. 
Dr. HumPuHRY Warp has written about 
him, for The London Times, and a 
hysterical critic has raised the question 
whether he may not have been the 
master rather than the pupil of 
WHISTLER. . 

This sort of talk is nonsense, of 
course. It serves, however, to give 
temporary vogue tg-the artist, and in 
the case of Water Greaves the little 
spell of popularity that has come to 
him at the age of threescore and ten 
seems well deserved. He was as- 
sociated with Wursetier half a century 
and learned much from him. Probably 
he has a fair share of natural talent. 

WHISTLER was not a hypnotist or a 
mediaeval Baron. He could not compel 
Greaves by psychic pow¢ or physical 
force to do what Greaves did not want 
to‘do. Probably WarsTumr never real- 
ized the extent of his old associate's 
skill. But it is quite clear that 
GreAvss has lacked initiative, energy, 
and ambition. .Fame has been thrust 
upon him in his old age, and his clever 
paintings in the Whistler manner are 
now the favorite subject of art gossip 
in London.

WASTE NOT, WANT NOT. 

The striking fact about the threatened 
shortage of water in this borough is the 
demonstration that it is unnecessary. 
If we continually increase-our popula- 
tion and also the average consumption 
there looms ahead the time when the 
$160,000,000 aqueduct will not, suffice 
or our wants, even though it should 
empty all the lakes of the Catskills 
through. our house pipes.. This is 
demonstrably a waste of water, but it is 
no Jess a waste of dollars and of 
municipal resoufees. If a daily con- 
sumption here of fourfold the quantity 
of .water wanted or used elsewhere 
brought its worth or its cost'to the city 
we-should be drowned in the golden 
flood. 

It would be difficult to imagine any- 
thing more stimulating to waste than 
the imposition of a fixed price, without 
any check on. the quantity taken for 
the price. The ordinary consumers’ 
charge is calculated with reference to 
the width and height of the building, 
with perfunctory checks upon , the 
fixtures of the building, or the number 
of consumers eared for under the bills 
rendered. It ia fair presumption that 
@ house-to-house inspection ‘of fixtures 
would result either in a check to waste 
or in an increase of reyenues, or prob- 
ably both. .

VERDICTS IN BUSINESS DISPUTES. 

Committee 
on Arbitration .of the Chamber — of 
Commerce, of which: Mr. CHARLES L. 
BERNHEIMER is Chairman, are at the 
disposal not only of members of the 
Chamber but of all merchants. 

We are informed. by Chairman 
BSRNHEIMBR. that - firms in. dispute 
over business matters 
their cases. to his * 
speedy settlement in business fashion 
—the average time for a case is two 
days and the costs are nominal—thus 
avoiding. expensive, protracted, and 
harassing litigation. The settling of 
disputes in domestic cases is but part 
of the work which the Board ‘of -Fifty, 
from which arbitrators may be chosefi, 
will undertake. A merchant in Cal- 
cutta and one in Mexico may bring 
their disputes ty the ‘Chamber of Com- 
merce, and, if aang in good faith 
with full expectancy of a just and 
speedy decision.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 
Just how much 
A Demonstration Saturday's parade 
That Made did toward has- 
tening the ulti- 
an Impression. nate excaliiae 
now apparently inevitable, of the: elector- 
al franchise to women, is, of colirse, @ 
question to which no definite answer can 
be given. Judging, however, from the 
comment one hears on the demonstration, 
it did do sofmething, if only in the way 
of giving no small number of their antag- 
onists the first convincing reason for 
taking the suffrage movement with some- 
thing of the seriousness which was shown 

by the women who marched. 

Before the parade there was a good 
deal of talk to the effect that it was 
either ridiculous or shocking, or both, 
for women to display themselves on the 
public streets, but those: whe watched 
these pareders and noted their quality 
and demeanor, found’ Ifftle cause for 
laughter oF scorn, and though there was 
a little badinage from the crowds on the 
sidewalks, there seem to have been no 
manifestation at all of anything like 
hostility. The really trying jokes were 
directed at the men in the line, and even 
their experience, while trying, was not 
@ painful offe. 

Indeed, the behavior of the spectators 
might have ied an uninstructe® obsérver 
to suppose that the women were celebrat- 
ing a victory, instead of manoeuvring for 
a decisive battle still to come, and that 
the crowds, if not particularly rejoiced by 
the success attained, at least were well 
enough content with the outcome and 
certainly were not alarmed by it. The 
“ cause"? may or may not have profited 
by the complete absence of anything like 
persecution—the failure to win any of 
the laurels of martyrdom. Had the pa- 
raders been insulted or abused théir 
grievance might have béen worth some- 
thing to them, but far more valuable, 
probably, ts the evidence which they otf- 
fered that a considerable part of the New 
York mie is with theni to the extent 
of wishing them well, and that the rest 
of it is willing to allow the course of 
events to proceed without any significant 
attempt at interference. 

Strictly speaking, the garade was not 
in itself an argument for woman suf 
frage, but the efficiency with whic 
the affair was managed, its size and dig- 
nity—these were, in a way, arguments of 
considerable force. The well-remembered 
sound-money parade was a demonstration 
in many. ways analogous to this oné, and 
neither the friends nor the foes of silver 
thought that was futile.

In New York men had voted for 239 
years before they gave a married woman 
the right to her own earnings, and much 
longer before they. finally gave a mother 
joint guardianship of her children. If in 
Idaho men and women vote together for 
289 yéars before similar action is taken, 
it wil then be fair to conclude that equal 
suffrage is no speedier a tool for the 
correction of inequalities in the law than 
is an exclusively male suffrage. 

When Idaho women make @ tampaign 
for these reforms they wilf probably not 
receive such treatment as was given to 
the unenfranchised shiffragists of New 
York. In 1854 Blizabeth Cady Stanton 
and Susan B. Anthony asked the New 
York Legislature to give married women 
a right to their earnings, and presented 
@ petition to this effect with 5,031 sig- 
natures, Assemblyman Burnett of Onon- 
daga said: 

They do not appear to be satisfied with“ 
having. unsexed themselves, but they desire 
to unsex every female in the land and to set 
the whole community ablaze with unhal- 
lowed fire. * * * The object of these un- 
sexed women is to overthrow the most 
sacred of our institutions, to set at defi- 
ance the Divine law which declares man 
and wife to be one, and to establish on 
ite ruins what-will be in fact and in prin- 
ciple bat a species of legalized adultery. 
Are we, Sir, to give the least countenance 
to claims so preposterous, disgraceful, and 
criminal? 

Mr. Burnett evidently was the. direct 
spiritual ancestor of the modern anti- 
suffragists. 

In connection with the Joint Guardian- 
ship bill the-suffragists of New York had 
an experience which !s not likely_to be- 
fall the women of any enfranchised State. 
Through the efforts of Mrs. Stanton dn 
Miss Anthony a Joint Guardianship bill 
was passed in 1860. But two years later 
it was repealed and the old statute was 
restored, in all its pristine barbarity, giv- 
ing the husband not only the sole con- 
trol of the children during his life, but 
the right to will them away from their 
mother after his death. This continued 
to be the law for many years after, dur- 
ing which time the suffragists worked 
diligently to educate the public miind in 
favor of a change and the anti-suffragists 
steadily threw cold water upon their 
efforts. At last’Mrs. Harriet Townsend, 
another suffragist, stirred up the Wo- 
men's Edueational:and Industrial Union 
of Baffalo to action. They drew up and 
mailed to every member of the Legis- 
lature a circular which proved so effect- 
ive that an equal guardianship law was 
passed again. The most telling part of 
the citcular was a lst of actual cases 
of hardship that had oecurred) under the 
old law. Every one of these examples 
was quoted from The Womian’s Journal 
and credited to if. 

The vicissitudes of the equal guardian- 
ship law of New York are a striking 
proof of the insecure tenure by which | 4 
women hold any. gains that they may} 
obtain by .direct influence. Every good | 
law secured by Jong and arduous effort 
is subject to repeal at the caprice of a 
Legislature whosé composition is’ con- 
stantly changing and whose members 
have no women as their constituents.

CARNEGIE TRUST DIVIDEND. 


Court Denies Creditors Pilea to Pre- 
vent an Early Payment. 


An unsuccessful effort was made yes- 
terday by Payson Merrill, receiver for 
Martin J. Condon, President of the Amer- 
ican Snuff Company, to restrain the State 
Superintendent of Banks from paying a 
dividend to depositors in the Carnegie 
Trust Company until the question of own- 
ership of $5,050, which the trust com- 
pany obtained by the sale of Mr. Con- 
don’s securities, can be decided.

Most stocks moved in a@ very narrow 
range yesterday and the trading was on 
a light scale. Fairly large net gains by 
Atchisom and both issues of Américan 
Can, ‘with net advances of # point in sev- 
tral less active issues, offered a contrast 
to the movement in some’ other stocks, 
including Canadian Pacific, which showed 
a net loss of 1%, while several other 
stocks closed with losses exceeding a 
point. Union Pacific and Reading showed 
@ sagging tendency and closed with frac- 
tional net declines, while Reading at the 
close of the day was up an eighth. The 
information which the day brought to 
hand had considerable importance, but 
little relationship could be established be- 
tween the day’s developments and the 
dealings on the Stock Exchange except 
in one or two specific instances. Reports 
indicating progress in the plan to list 
Atchison in Paris were the ostensible ex- 
planation of the 1%-point gain Which that 
stock showed, but the publication of the 
Government's May crop report aroused 
but little interest on the Stock Exchange 
so far as this was reflected in the trad- 
ing of the closing hour. 

During April the condition of Winter 
wheat, according to the Government's es- 
timate, fmproved from 88.8 to 86.1. This 
brought the éondition on May 1 above the 
ten-year average and is a very gratifying 
showing, although offset to some extent 
by the fact that yesterday’s acreage fig- 
ures indicated Winter damage 50 per cent. 
larger than had been estimated. In other 
words the December estimate of acreage 
has been reduced by 8,118,000 acres in- 
stead of by about 2,000,000 acres, as some 
private estimates indicated, but even al- 
lowing for this reduction in acreage the 
promise is still for a yield of Winter 
wheat close to the best previous yield. 
Deterioration in condition, which usually 
takes place between May and the time of 
harvest, may be expected to reduce the 
estimate of 508,000,000 bushels figured on 
the Produce Exchange yesterday, but 
even allowing for normal decline from 
this time on there Is hope of a Winter 
wheat crop close to the 492,000,000 bushels 
harvested in 1906. The grain markets 
were irregular yesterday but were a frac- 
tion lower at the close, 

The report of the Copper Producers As- 
sociation showed an increase of over 
8,500,000 pounds in the stocks of copper 
on hand, bringing the total on May 1 up 
to 165,555,000 pounds. Production tn April 
was about 12,500,000 pounds less than the 
March output and deliveries were smaller 
by about 10,600,000 pounds. This decrease 
in production presumably reflects the cur- 
tailment of output at a number of mines, 
although these monthly figures are not 
an accurate record of actual production 
inasmuch as they show refiners’ output 
and not the actual output of the mines. 
Something more than passing interest at- 
taches to the announcement yesterday of 
an issue of $2,000,000 notes by the Ameri- 
can Woolen Company because of the oper- 
ation in which the company has been en- 
gaged of using part of Its cash resources 
for the retirement of common stock. The 
present issue of notes seems to be entirely 
for refunding purposes, but coming so 
soon after the retirement of the common 
stock by the use of treasury funds, this 


note issue cannot but emphasize the awk- | 3," 


wardness of the recent stock retirement 
plan. 

Prospects of continued warmer weather 
in the cotton belt were reflected in fur- 
ther declines in the new crop options in 
the cotton market, but the conflict of 
conditions bearing on the new crop and 
the old crop months was still influential 
in causing a varying course for these two 
groups of options. While the more dis- 
tant months showed net losses for the 
day, some advances, though slight ones, 
occurred in the nearer months.

The museum will be fifty years old in 
1919. All that it is proposed to build this 
year is the southern wing and court 
building of the east facade. this to be 
followed in order by a west facade cn- 
trance, a west transept, an east transept. 
an east facade entrance, and a grand 
central rotunda suitable for an exhibit 
of astronomical photographs. 

Among the Directors who were present 
and voted for the building plan and for 
the appointment of Dr. Lucas as Direc- 
tor were J. Pierpont Morgan, Jr., Henry 
F. Osborn, Cleveland H. Dodge, Archer 
M. Huntington, Joseph H. Choate, and 
Ogden Mills. 

There was no prominent candidate other 
than Dr. Lucas.for the place, it was 
learned, although there was some senti- 
ment in favor of offering the place again 
to Dr. Bumpus and giving him a free 
hand to organize the museum along lines 
he had suggested. 

The Trustees sought Dr. Lucas, they 
said, and had considerable trouble in ob- 
taining his consent to leave the Brooklyn 
Musetm. He was.born at Plymouth, 
Mass., on March 25, 1852, and was edu 
cated in the public schools of that city. 
At the age of 19 he became an associate 
of Dr. Hornaday at the Ward estab- 
lishment in Rochester, and in 1882 was 
called to the United States National Mu- 
seum as osteologist. There he gained rec. 
— through his efforts in assem- 
bling, mounting, and a exhibits. 
In 1898 he was promoted to the post of 
Curator of the Denartment of Gompara- 
tive Anatomy, and in 1901 he’ became 
Curator of the section of vertebrate fos- 
sils. In 1902 he took charge of; the De- 
partment of Biology. . He was called iv 
Rrooklyn in 1904, and he has since been 
Curatcr-in-Chief of the Brooklyn iIn- 
stitute of aye and Sciences. 

He serv on the United States Seal 
Investigating Commission in 1897. and 
had charge of installing Government ex.

Judge Says It Was’ Too! Much Infiu- 
enced by Clamor Against the Police. 


Judge Swann, in General Sessions, yes- 
terday soverely lectured a jury which dis- 
agreed in the case-of three young pris- 


oners who were charged with attempted 
burglary.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Collector Must Be Informed of Exact 
Objection—Leather Duty Case. 


In overruling a protest filed by R. 
Deutsch, the Board of United States 
General Appraisers lays down the prin- 
ciple that the exact objection on the part 
of an importer of foreign merchandise to 
the classification imposed by a Collector 
must-be brought to the attention of that 
official at the time of filing-the protest, 
and not first made known at the trial of 
the case before the board. 

The protest by the importer in this 


case alleged dissatisfaction with rate and 


amount of duty charged by Collector 
Loeb on cotton and woolen goods. At 
the trial testimony was Introduced show- 
ing that’ the intention of the protestant 
was to complain against the collection 
of the cumulative duty of 1 cent per 
;}square yard levied under Paragraph 323 
of the Tariff aqt of 1909, which pre- 
scribes such additional duty on cotton 


cloth which has _ been mercerized. Ac- 
cording to General- Appraiser Cooper, 
who writes the decision for the board, 
the testimony shows that .the objection 
made at the trial was probably in the 
mind of the !mporter when he filed his 
protest. This objection, however, ‘ 
General Appraiser says was not brought 
to the knowledge of the Collector by the 
otest. 

Prey fact,” says the decision, ‘ the Col- 
lector understood that the protest was 
against the collection of duty on an ex~ 
cessive number of square yards, as shown 
by his letter transmitting the protest to 
the board, in. Which he states that ‘a 
review of the liquidation shows the num- 
ber of yards assessed at 8 cents per 
square yard and those assessed at 6% 
cents to be correct.’ The protest did not 
apprise the Collector of the importer’s 
real claim. We therefore hold that the 
protest .is .insufficient, because it dogs 
not comply with the requirements of the 
statute.”’ 

The Mark Cross Company and other im- 
porters came before the board asking for 
a construction to be placed on the pres- 
ent. tariff involving the paragraph in 
the law providing for leather cases: con- 
taining sets.
